of the Dominican Republic and representative of 

the Dominican Air Force, advised on May 15, 1959 > that 
during a recent visit to Miami, Florida, he had spoken 
to one Maria BulneB, wh o is the owner of the Chateau 
Miramar, Havana, Cuba. 1 stated that Maria Bulnes 

is the former wife of General Ruperto Cabrera, who was 
the Chief of Staff of the Cuban Armed Forces during 
the presidency of Carlos Prio Socarras. 


I J advised that Maria Bulnes had 

helped the rebel forces of Fidel Castro, Cuban Prime 
Minister, during the recent revo lution a gainst 
ex- President Fulgencio Batista. [_ I stated that 

Bulnes now has many of the ’’barbudos" living in her 
hotel, the Chateau Miramar, and overhears much of 
their conversations and, in general, knows the 
activities in the Havana area as a result of her 
contact with the "barbudos”. 

I I stated that Bulnes told him that 

an American pilot by the name of Me Donald, who is 
an assistant to the Chief of the Cuban Air Force, 
is living at the Chateau Miramar and that he had 
told Bulnes that there were over 200 men, composed 
of Dominicans, Puerto Ricans and Venezuelans, now 
in full training for the invasion of the DR, at a 
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farm which belongs to one Senora Printa, a Dominican 
opposed to the DR. | stated that this farm was 

given her by the re Dels ana she is being supported by 
Raul Castro. 


Bulnes, according to] stated that 

one Alberto Fernandez, who is Assistant Chief of 
Headquarters to Major E:?nesto "Che" Guevara at 
La Cabana Fortress, told her that there were more 
than 2,000 Puerto Ricans, former members of the 
Nationalist Party of Pusrto Rico, now under training 
in Cuba and that the training of these Puerto Ricans 
was being co nducted w ith the approval of Fidel and 
Raul Castro. I 1 stated that Bulnes related 

that Alberto Fernandez said that the 2,000 Puerto 
Ricans were being trained to invade Haiti and the 
DR with the promise of Fidel Castro, Raul Castro, 
and "Che" Guevara, that they would then help 
liberate Puerto Rico from the United States. 


I 1 also stated that Maria Bulnes 

said that General A1 berto Bayo’s son, Alberto Bayo 
Cosgaya, a pilot, is also living at the Chateau 
Miramar and that he drinks and talks too much. 
Bulnes stated that recently at the Chateau Miramar, 
while drinking, Alberto Bayo, Jr, stated that his 
father. General Alberto Bayo, was preparing the 
invasion forces which would invade and liberate 
Nicaragua, Haiti and the DR. 


Concerning Faul Castro, it is noted 
that he is the brother of Fidel Castro and is in 
charge of the Armed Forces of Cuba of the Revolutionary 
Army, 


Concerning the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico, it is noted that it has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450, 




Concerning Alberto Bayo, it is noted that 
he is identical with General Alberto Bayo Giroud, a 
Cuban by birth, who fought in the Spanish Civil War 
and who later was exiled to Mexico, and in 1956, 
trained the guerrilla forces of Fidel Castro which 
landed in Oriente Province on -or about December 2, 
1956 , and eventually forced ex-President Fulgencio 
Batista to go into exile in the DR. 


/ I I also stated that he had Just 

/ received information frcm Dominican agents who are 
/ working in Cuba and that he had the following rn- 
I formation: 

While Pidel Castro was in the United 
States, he called off the invasion of Nicaragua 
and instructed Major Camilo Cienfuegos to stop 
the invasion, which Cienfuegos did. Garcia stated 
that it was reported to him that Raul Castro was 
responsible for the organization and training of . 
the invasions of Panama and Nicaragua, and that a

Villas. | I also stated that the amount and 

I the degree of sabotage has increased greatly in the 
\ aforementioned provinces by the clandestine opposition 
\ to the Castro Government in Cuba. 
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I |advisecl that this clandestine 

opposition, according tc Dominican Intelligence, is 
known as the Latin American Anti-Communist Movement 
(Movimiento Anti-Comunifita Latino Americano) (MACLA). 
Garcia advised that Dominican information indicates 
that within ninety days., there will he -nothing hut 
bloodshed in Cuba as there are 3*000 ex- Array and 
National Police members in the mountains, 43,000 in 
prison, and 10,000 have been murdered since Castro 
took power.

No specific organization or organization, as b7c 
such, have yet emerged.

The resent expedition of Cubans to 
Panama was planned and executed with the 
knowledge of RAUL CASTRO, Commander in Chief of 
the Cuban Armed Forces, but without the knowledge 
of his brother, FIDEL CASTRO. RAUL CASTRO sat in b2 
on conferences with CESAR VEGA, Cuban leader of b7c 

the expedition, and RUBEN MIRO, one of the Panamanian 
instigators of tbe expedition. b7D 


When news of this expedition was received 
by FIDEL CASTRO, who was then on his visit to the 
United States, he immediately ordered RAUL CASTRO 
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to consult with him at Houston, Texas. FIDEL was very- 
angry with RAUL for having permitted this expedition 
to leave Cuba. At the present time, there is still 
bad feeling between FIDEL and RAUL. FIDEL CASTRO has 
also opposed his brother's idea of propagandizing the 
Cuban Armed Forces with Communist literature, and RAUL 
has discontinued his original efforts to propagandize 
the Cuban Air Force with this type of literature. 

Immediately after the recent return to Cuba 
of Major PEDRO LUIS DIAZ LANZ, Chief of the Cuban Air 
Force (FAR), who bad accompanied FIDEL on his visit to 
the United States, FAR received information that RAUL 
CASTRO was going to undertake some sort of violent 
action against PEDRO DIAZ and his brother, MARCOS DIAZ, 
assistant to PEDRO. Close associates of PEDRO DIAZ 
went about armed with Thompson sub-machine guns and 
exercised great precautions to protect both the DIAZ 
brothers. For a ;ime, it was felt that RAUL would 
at least attempt ;o arrest PEDRO DIAZ on some pretext 
and then oust both PEDRO DIAZ and his brother, MARCOS, 
from the Cuban Air Force, in a move which would enable 
RAUL CASTRO to completely take over FAR. However, 
when RAUL CASTRO observed the precautions undertaken 
by FAR, he apparently changed his strategy and invited 
PEDRO DIAZ to his office, where he congratulated him 
on doing a good job for FAR. 

PEDRO DIAZ and his immediate associates 
bow feel that FIDEL CASTRO has sided with PEDRO 
DIAZ as against his own brother, RAUL. 

PEDRO DIAZ and his immediate associates 
feel that FIDEL C/JSTRO has confidence in FAR, as he 
has made available to FAR a twelve million dollar 
credit to be used for the purchase of planes and to 
set up a new air force training school at Baracoa, 
Havana, which is scheduled to be opened May 20, 1959- 
CASTRO wants to purchase in the near future ten to 
fifteen jet airplanes, several helicopters, and some 
P-51 planes for training purposes. At the present 
time, there are only about fifteen qualified FAR 
pilots capable of combat duty.

Neither 1 PEDRO nor MARCOS DIAZ are about to 
be removed from PAR, and Captain ANTONIO SANSON, who 
is an assistant to PEDRO DIAZ, stands in well with 
PAR and is also not likely to be ousted. 

Major PEDRO DIAZ and his close associates 
still feel, however, that their position can become 
precarious at any time in the near future, and they 
are still maintaining emergency escape plans and 
also are planning to rent or purchase a house in Miami 
which can be used for emergency purposes. This house 
will also be used as quarters in Miami for representa- 
tives of PAR whil? visiting Miami on business. At 
the same time, PE3R0 DIAZ and his close associates 
are still trying zo plan a method of ridding the 
C uban government of RAUL CASTRO and ERNESTO "CHE" 
GUEVARA, Commander of La Cabana Portress, both of 
whom are considered Communists by DIAZ and his 
associates. 

PEDRO DIAZ and his associates feel that 
CAMILO CIENFUEGOS; Chief of the Cuban Army, can be 
relied upon as a friend of PEDRO DIAZ. They also 
believe that CIENI’UEGOS is anti-Communist and hates 
RAUL CASTRO. Thej' also believe that ELOY GUTIERREZ 
MENOYO, a former Deader of the second front in the 
Esoarabray, prior to January 1, 1959 > is a friend of 
PEDRO DIAZ. 

PEDRO DIAZ and his associates believe 
that PIDEL CASTRO is against Communism. PEDRO 
DIAZ and some of his chief assistants in PAR were 
particularly anxious to accompany PIDEL on his 
visit to the United States, so that they could 
observe his intimate reactions to the United States. 
They ascertained that during conversations held 
in the privacy of his hotel rooms, CASTRO disclosed 
to his associates that he was favorably impressed 
by the people of the United States and the manner 
in which they greeted him. He was also impressed 
by the economic and business conditions in the 
United States. A3 a result of his visit to the 
United States, the PAR now feels that the majority 
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of the people in Cuba are behind FIDEL and have 
increased their confidence in him. 

So far as is known, no representative of 
the Soviet Union nor of the Communist Party in the 
United States had contacted or made any attempt to 
contact FIDEL CASTRO during his visit in the United 
States. It was observed by associates of PEDRO 
DIAZ that during the reception at the Cuban Embassy 
in Washington ir honor of FIDEL CASTRO, CASTRO made 
no attempt to engage In any further conversation 
with the Soviet Ambassador than with the representa- 
tives of any other foreign countries. They also 
observed that newspaper photographers photographed 
FIDEL CASTRO shaking hands with the Soviet Ambassador, 
and that they made no attempt to photograph CASTRO 
shaking hands wibh other dignitaries of note.

These statements are not on FBI 
sport forms, anc. they appear to be carbon copies, 
or copies Qf carton copies. Keys to this cabinet 
are maintained by orderlies attached to the office 
of Captain GUERRA.. Captain GUERRA is Chief of Cuban 
Air Force Intelligence. These copies of statements 
were found by the CASTRO government in a safe in the 
office of General FRANCISCO TABERNILLA, who had been 
Commander of the Cuban Army prior to January 1, 

1959- It is believed that his son. Colonel FRANCISCO 
TABERNILLA, JR. , Chief of the Cuban Air Force under 
BATISTA, obtained these copies from Miami, from 
someone, identity unknown to FAR. Captain 
ALFREDO GUERRA ha , 3 been giving 
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consideration to publishing these statements, in view 
of distribution In Cuba of "Tribuna", an anti-CASTRO 
publication of which DANIEL VAZQUEZ is editor. This 
newspaper is published in Miami, and copies of it 
have been dropped on weekends, by plane in Cuba. 

Captain GUERRA wants 'to show the Cuban people what 
kind of a man VAZQUEZ is. 

Captain GUERRA is anti -Communist and pro- 
United States. He is the son of a prominent Cuban 
lawyer and comes from a good honest family. He is 
shrewd and cautious. He, along with other individuals 
in the present Cuban government, does not trust the 
United States Embassy in Havana because of reports 
received to the effect that Embassy personnel were 
on the receiving end of money furnished by BATISTA 
officers prior tc> January 1, 1959* It is, there- 
fore, doubtful that GUERRA would be willing to 
exhibit or turn ever these statements to the United 
States Embassy ir Havana, although it is believed 
that he may be willing to turn them over to appropriate 
United States officials In the United States. 

No infomation i3 possessed concerning the 
Identity of any particular Embassy employee or officials 
who are suspected of having received money from the 
BATISTA regime . 

With regard to CELIA SANCHEZ, who is a 
close adviser and assistant to FIDEL CASTRO, this 
woman i3,a "hill billy" from the mountains of the 
Sierra Maestra, aid she is neither a Communist nor 
a Lesbian, as has been reported by some uninformed 
sources. CELIA SANCHEZ is a staunch supporter of 
CASTRO, fought wi;h him In the Sierra Maestra, and 
so far as is known, she was never a Communist sym- 
pathizer or member. 

Cuban A:.r Force Intelligence is an 
organization whoso functions are confined to Cuba. 
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It is headed by Captain ALFREDO GUERRA. This organization 
investigates personnel of FAR and problems of FAR in Cuba. 

It does not perform work outside of Cuba of an investigative 
nature . 

The Cuban Air Force, however, employs investi- 
gators. These investigators report directly to either 
PEDRO ~~ DIAZ. MARCOS DIAZ, or Captain GUERRA. One 
of these investigators, an American, ALAN MacDONALD, was 
fired about a week ago, and immediately after GUERRA 
returned to Cuba from a trip with FIDEL CASTRO to the 
United States. Immediately upon his return to Cuba, 

GUERRA became Chief of Cuban Air Force Intelligence. 

FRANK FIORINI had, until recently, been 
serving as liaise n man between FAR and the United States 
Embassy in Havana . The Embassy notified him, however, 
that he might lose his United States citizenship, and 
that he had to decide between the United States and 
Cuba. FIORINI thereupon decided to remain in Miami 
in order to retain his United States citizenship. He 
is now conducting investigations for FAR, but not for 
FAR intelligence. These investigations relate to 
Individuals suspected of smuggling guns into Cuba, 
smuggling people cut of Cuba, and related matters. 

Other FAR investigators in Miami include 
Lieutenant RANDOLFO COSSIO, who is assisted by RAFAEL 
BOTELLO and by an individual whose last name is LOPEZ. 

MANOLO DIAZ is another FAR investigator who 
works alone on special investigations. 

SERGIO BRULE DIAZ, half brother of PEDRO 
DIAZ, is working vrith FRANK FIORINI. The fact that 
SERGIO BRULE DIAZ is working as an investigator for 
FAR is an extremely confidential piece of information, 
known to a limited few. There is also an investigator 
known as GARCIA, who is employed by FAR. 
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Lieutenant RANDOLFO COSSIO, who is also the 
Cuban Air R ome li aison man asslp-ned tn Miami hfi . R an

of Aerodex, Incorporated . This office 
is located on 3uth Street, immediately west of the 
L. B. Smith Company, This office is used for business 
purposes and also by investigators working for FAR. 

FAR investigators are primarily interested 
in the following items; 

1. Movements of guns into Cuba or against 
Cuba. 

2. Anbi-Oastro activities. 

3- The dropping of anti-Castro leaflets 
ancl propaganda into Cuba by airplanes. 

4. Individuals engaged in piloting planes, 
dropping leaflets, or taking people out 
of Cuba. 

BOTELLC is conducting investigation concern- 
ing the plane or planes which have been used to drop 
propaganda into Cuba. During this coming weekend, he 
will notify FAR in Cuba immediately upon the departure 
of this plane from Miami, so that this plane can be 
shot down upon its arrival in Cuba. It is believed 
that this plane is a piper Apache. 

Some anbi-CASTRO propaganda was dropped 
on the night of May 11th in Cuba. The plane which 
dropped this propaganda was a two -engine Piper Apache, 
and it was almost shot down. FAR has received orders 
to shoot down any plane coming in without authority 
which is suspected of dropping propaganda, such as 
"Tribuna", or other anti-CASTRO literature.

The CASTRO government is considerably upiiet 
about the fact that several boats have recently been 
stolen and some BATISTA followers have escaped t«* the* 
United States on these boats. As a result , Commander 
JOSE MANUEL CASTANEIRA is in a very bad light with 
PIDEL CASTRO. CASTANEIRA is Chief of the Cuban Navy. 

It in believed that ARMANDO HART, Minister 
of Education, will soon be replaced. His probable 
successor is unknown at this time. Cuban Air Force 
personnel have been staying at the Ankara Motel, 

Miami Beach, while on trips to Miami, because the 
owner, JACK PEARLMAN, is a close personal friend of 
MARCOS DIAZ ani ALFREDO GUERRA. PEARLMAN and GUERRA 
and DIAZ plan to open a new factory soon in Havana.

The May 25.. 1959 issue of the "New York World Telegram 
and Sun", All Sports Final, on page 2, under the column headed 
"The World Over", carried an item reflecting that "Hoy", the 
Havana Communist newspaper, claimed 4,000 people have joined 
the Communist Party in Cuba since January 1, 1959. "Hoy" stated 
that the Communist Party membership in Cuba was now estimated at 
12,000 and this figure represented a 33$ increase in membership 
since Fidel Castro's "Barbudos" overthrew the government of ex- 
President Fulgencio Batista. "Hoy" also claimed, according to 
this article, that the Communist Party had established 3,000 cells 
throughout the country. 
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The same edition of the "New York World Telegram and 
Sun", on page l8, carried the first of a series of articles 
written by Leon Dennen, who recently won an Overseas Press Club 
citation this year for distinguished analysis of foreign affairs, 
which is entitled "A Pair Look at Cuba'''. 

This article stated that Fidel Castro's first year is 
hardly half over and he has twin threats of chaos and Communism. 
Dennen stated that he spoke to Cubans in all walks of life and 
that his conclusions regarding these items are as follows: 

1) Cuba faces widespread economic distress and disorder 
and Ca.stro and his key officials have shown no capacity to deal 
with them. 


2) Cuba is fumbling weakly for a way out of political 
chaos as Castro has put off the prospect of free elections and 
dabbles in sketchily drawn policies. 

3) Communists have been given a wide open door although 
Castro denies any link to them; they undercut his revolution in 
many ways and are making ready to capture his revolution when 
disorder dictates the proper moment . 

Dennen stated that the Communists have already infiltrated 
the army, labor unions, and second echelon government posts. 

Dennen in this article also stated that during his visit to 
Cuba he found pLed Chinese and Russian agents already on the scene 
in Cuba and stated that these dangers are not merely Cuba's alone 
but also are real dangers to the United States.

Cuban Senator ROLANDO MAS FERRER 
and ESTEBAN VENTURA, former Cuban Police Officer who was 
known as a butcher. 


The above mentioned group has available 300 to 
500 paid mercenaries, and a planned Invasion of Cuba 
would occur within approximately 60 days. If the 
Invasion took place^ Cuba would be .sub jeeted to a 
tragic blood bath, end If the Invaders succeed, Cuba 
would be ruled by a Government far worse than CASTRO'S 
administration .

BATISTA would be willing to discuss some plan 
to rescue Cuba from its present chaos and prevent the 
planned invasion from the Dominican Republic.

group and was headed by MARIANO PAGET and ORLANDO PIEDRA.

PAGET expressed 
criticism of BATISTA fo:? failure to provide financial 
assistance to the Miami exiles.

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In connection with the C- 74 airplane seized 
by United States Customs, Miami on May 22, 1959 j this 
same plane hac. been in Cuba a short time prior to its 
seizure. DOSONICK BARTONE unsuccessfully attempted to 
sell this plane to the Cuban government. It was too 
expensive and needed too many repairs. 

A two-engine airplane bearing serial number 
CUN-611, which belonged to CARliOS PRIG SOCARRAS was 
piloted to Cuba about three days ago by MANUEL J. 

DIAZ. The Cuban Air Force plans to confiscate this 
plane in Cuba. 


On May 20th, ELOY GUTIERREZ MENOYO, Major 
PERN AS and Major ELEITAS, all of whom had been leaders 
in the Second Front of the Escambray during the revolution 
against BATISTA, came to see Major MARCOS DIAZ in Havana, 
Assistant to his brother. Major PEDRO LUIS DIAZ, Chief 
of the Revolutionary Air Force (FAR). These three men 
told MARCOS that they had about four hundred men who 
were without j:>bs, and that they would like to put them 
to work for th~ Cuban government in order to keep them 
out of trouble. 


On May 22 , 1959 > a conference was held at FAR 
between RAUL C.\STR0, brother of FIDEL CASTRO, and Major 
PEDRO DIAZ, Chief of FAR. Also present at this meeting 
were MARCOS DI,\Z, Captain ALFREDO GUERRA, Captain RINALDO 
BLANCO (paymaster for FAR) Captain ANTONIO SANSON, JOSE 
DEL RIO, assistant to PEDRO DIAZ; Captain JOSE VARONA, 
assistant to PJiDRO DIAZ; Captain PEPIN CRUZ, assistant 
to PEDRO DIAZ; and Lieutenant JUAN FERNANDEZ DE CASTRO, 
assistant to MikRCOS DIAZ and to ALFREDO GUERRA. 

At the meeting, RAUL CASTRO stated that he 
"wanted to put his cards on the table". RAUL then 
related that he is not a Communist. He explained that 
he. had made a trip to Europe to attend a youth con- 
ference behind the Iron Curtain because he was inspired 
by youth and Interest. 
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He ';hen went on to state that he was going 
to turn over to PEDRO DIAZ all of the air force bases 
In Cuba and increase the air force personnel from 
1,200 men to 2,200 men as proof of the fact that he 
is not a Conssunist and that he is a true friend of 
PEDRO DIAZ. 

MARCOS DIAZ told RAUL CASTRO at this 
meeting that lie desired to place Major PERNA3 in PAR 
in charge of security of air police at the various 
air force bases and fields. 

PEDRO and MARCOS DIAZ planned to use 300 
men from the July 26 Revolutionary Movement and 500 
men from the Second Front of the Bscambray in increas- 
ing the size of FAR from 1,200 to 2,200 men. 

It s believed that RAUL CASTRO attended 
the above meet ing upon instructions of FIDEL CASTRO, 
as FIDEL has previously indicated his approval and 
confidence in PEDRO DIAZ. Indications are that it 
will soon be announced that RAUL CASTRO is Commander 
in Chief of the aimed forces of the Cuban Army, Navy 
and Police, but not of the Cuban Air Force. 

It was also announced by RAUL during this 
meeting with PEDRO DIAZ that the Cuban Air Force 
would take over immediately all of the air force 
bases in Cuba, and that they cpuld also take over 
control of all private airfields. The Cuban Air 
Force has three bases in Havana, two in Santiago, 
one in Camaguey, one in Las Villas, and one in Plnar 
del Rio pro vir.ee. 

The new Baracoa Air School will not be 
opened until June. It is anticipated that by the 
end of six months, there will be from one hundred 
to one hundred fifty pilots in training there. 
Navigators, bembardiers, mechanics and other air 
force personnel will receive training at the same 
school. MARCCS DIAZ will be in charge of this 
sohool .

It appears that FIDEL CASTRO Is turning 
more and more a way front Communism and towards a 
middle of the x-oad position politically. Upon 
returning to Cuba from his trip to the Uhl ted States, 
CASTRO threw nineteen Communists out of the Academy 
Baldor, which is located In the Vedado district of 
Havana, and ha Inferred AURELZO BALDOR, head of this 
school, that tie should choose his own teachers. 

Four daye ago, the July 26 revolutionary 
movement began a move to oust all Oanmunlsts from 
union leaders* -lp. It appears that SALVADOR DAVID, 
Chief of the Confederation of Cuban Trade Unions, 
is on his way out. rammer. aoMBZ, of the bus 
driver's unior disclosed several days ago that he 
has been Invited back to his union. 80MEZ Is anti- 
communist. The July 26 Is also calling back other 
non-Communist forcier leaders to positions of leader- 
ship. 


FXDl'Cu CASTRO has publicly announced that 
within three E*>nth3 he will fix the date for elections. 

Contrary to recent newspaper articles In 
Miami, It is felt certain that £he Cuban govern- 
ment has not sent men as a "goon squad" to 
for the purpose of Intimidating, threatening, or 
In any way harming exiles of the BATISTA regime. 

There are still in the area some caches 
of dynamite which were stored prior to January 1, 

1959 In Miami by the July 26 and other anti -BATISTA 
groups. PEDRO DIAZ has instructed Lieutenant 
RANDOLFO C0S310 to put a notice In "Dlarlo Las 
Americas u and several Cuban newspapers to the effect 
that persons who have dynamite stored In their homes 
In Miami should notify the Cuban Consul General, who 
will. In turn, notify the Miami Police Department. 
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The Cuban government will try to get permission from 
the United Stages government to take back to Cuba any 
guns which were stored here prior to January 1. There 
is already a s cack of several hundred guns and con- 
siderable ammuiition in a hangar at Air International, 
Miami International Airport. United States Customs, 
Miami has knowledge of these guns, and makes frequent 
checks to determine that they are still there. 

The FAR Is planning to discontinue its 
office at Air international. FAR will' probably 
rent a house as its office. FRANK FIORINI, in- 
vestigator of FAR, wants to become a public relations 
man as a "cove:*" for his activities as an Investigator. 
FIORINI returned to Miami on a brief trip May 5th 
from Cuba in a plane piloted by Lieutenant HUBERT 
MAMONTE and accompanied by SERGIO BRULE DIAZ and JUAN 
FERNANDEZ DE C.ISTRO. All of these men checked in 
at the Ankara Motel, Miami Beach. 

FAR Investigators have determined that 
FERNANDO DEL BJSTO, a Cuban attorney. South River 
Drive, Miami, has two or three boats, including 
some LSTs in the Miami River. DEL BUSTO is a 
BATISTA man. ,LLso involved in this matter is HORNEDO 
IZ AGUIRRE, a former Cuban senator and newspaperman 
who has money. 

MANUKL J. DIAZ, investigator for FAR, recently 
sent a man who formerly worked for the Cuban Consulate 
to the Dominican Republic, where he learned that BATISTA 
gave twenty-five million dollars to an organization head 
ed by General JOSE PEDRAZA, who is in charge of train- 
ing, recruiting, etc., of men fjrom Mexico and the Uhited 
States in connection with an anti-CASTRO movement. 

FIDE], CASTRO plans to attack first, if he 
learns that an attack by TRUJILLO, or by Cubans from 
the Dominican Republic, Is imminent. The FAR is attempt 
ing to obtain F-100 jet fighters, helicopters, and P-51 
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planes, but is having some difficulty obtaining these from 
the United states. 

About fifteen or twenty days ago, two agents 
of DIER in Havana were heard conversing to the effect 
that they would have to do something about ROLANDO 
MAS FERRER and the TABERNILLA people in Miami. They 
did not disclosed that they had any specific plans. 

With regard to LQMBBRTO DIAZ, this man was 
a former Minister of Government of QARLOS PRIO. He 
returned to Cuba with PRIO shortly after January 1, 
and has been In Cuba ever since.
